If such it can be called, didnot progr 8 ata 
very lively rate, Turning, the oul: made 
charge the second, which much resembled 
the fifst, but soon after the buil charged « 
thitd timé upoa the bear when be was in & 
corner, wheu Bruin fora short time, made 
lively use of both teeth and claws, showing 
more fight than at any other time during the 
evening. The bear went off, aud got into 
another ccrner uf the cage, whea the bull 
approached him end stopd looking at bim 
and pawing the ground for nearly ten mio- 
utes before he made another dash and jammed 
bim against the side of the cage. Tne bear 
clawed a little, uttered a roar aad slunk away 
to another corner. The bear was evidently 
afraid of the bull from the moment he first 
caught sight of him. From this time forward 
it waa necessary to stir the animals up in or- 
der to get them togetber, when there would 
be a rush by the bull and a# roar ur two v) 
the bear, and the round was ended. Persour 
got upon the roof of the den and poured 
blood upon the bull, who'stood pawing aad 
gazin upon the bear. A red cloth wus fas 
tened to a pole and waved about the bear, 
but both animals stubbornly kept their peace. 
Driving fromthe rear corner of the cage, 
Bruin posted bimself in froot and laid down. 
He was puncbed with sticks, whipped with 
foils and prodded with iron bars, but all this 
only caused bim to roar and strike at those 
who were tormenting bim, Some oue sow 
got upon the top of the deo, in obedience to 
the clamorous cries of a bun ired ‘to stir up 
vall !’ aod with a pole stirred him up. 


A PANIC AND A RIFLE SHOT. 


Upon being ‘stirred up,’ instead of dart- 
ing upou the bear, the bull madea dash upon 
the bars forming the frogt of the cage, caus 
ing the whole fabric to shake, and bending 
oue of the large bars until quite a gap war 
made. Instantly there was grand -tampe tc 
among those sested in the parquette—even 
in the dress circle many rose to their feet, 
and some prepared tu ltave. As the bul, 
drew back bis head, the man standing on 
that side of the cage fired at him with «a Heu- 
ry ,rifle. The shot prodyced no visible effect 
so fur as the bull was concerted, but addes 
greatly to the terrorof those in the lower 
part of the bouse. It serms that the bull 
struck one of the iron bars iu fruut of the cuge 
and split it, a piece of it striking J. P. Smit, 
who was stationed on the opposite side of the 
den with a Henry rifle, but nut hurtiog him. 
After this the bull wes.let alone, aud the 
business of stirring up confined to the bear. 
who stood it well. It seemed impossible io 
get toe bear upoo his feet, and Charley Pul- 
mer, chief engineer of the show, came for- 
ward and said that the bull bad whipped ; 
that the bear was about dead aud could figh: 
no more. An immense hooting fullowed. 
All was a cuofused uproar of voices, sume 
crying one thing and some another. About 
ali thet could be understood was that the 
‘many headed monster” was fearfully angry 
and awfully dissatisfied, andthe ight must 

on. The gas was now tarued off, and macy 
left the house, but the majority remaining, 
there being s dim light just sufficieat to rea- 
ber the arena and the forms’of the animals 
visible. 
THE AUDISNCE TAKE THE SHOW INTO THEIR OWE 
manbDs, 


Chairs were thrown from the parquette and 
orchestra against the bars of the cage, and 
soon a rash was made for the stage by men 
carrying chairs, and whatever else they could 
get hold of, which they thought might be 
used to good advantage in stirring up the 
animals. Soon over @ bundred men were 
apon the stage, crowditg against and bearing 
upon tbe bars, regardless of either bull or 
bear. The lights were now turned completely 
out, but matches were ‘lighted in a!l parts of 
the house by those who hedthem. And the 
crowd yelled fiercely for the house to be 
lighted. The gas was turned on, and Charley 
Parker came upon the stage. At first be was 
bissed and hooted ; but he stood his ground, 
and was finally allowed to speak. He said 
he bad done sil he could to make the animals 
fight. If the audience’ thought they could do 
better, they could appoint a committee and 
go at it. He would pay for the gas, even 
thopgh they wished to run the fight all night. 
Soon « sort of volunteer committee began 
operation. 


A ORY FOR FIRE-CRAKERS 


was at one raised, and the cry was instantly 
answered by a big bunch being thrown upon 
the stage. The packsge was opened, and s 
man was about to light the lot, when the 
pro} man of the theatre interfered, ce rs 
they would set the building on fire. Had the 
crackers gone into the den, the chances are 
that both boli and bear would bave come out. 


POLES ARMED WITH BAYONETS 


Were new freely used upon both animals, and 
the crowd succeeded jn getting about as many 
ronnds out of the avimals as they had seen 
before the exbibition, and being convinced 
that ball aed bear fighting was no great 
sbakes efter all, they aliowed the bear to go 
back into bie den, and dispersed quite satis- 
fied, which they never would have done had 
they not been allowed to tire themselves out 
with the animals. Our people have not seco 
a bull and bear fight, aud we venture to say 
that they will never care ‘to see another— 
prodding the avimals. to make them figdt is a 
cruel basiness, and when seen the fight 
amounts to little.
